DETAILED ACTION 



1 . The amendment field on 03/11/2010 has been entered and considered by 
Examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-10, 18-20 are allowed. 

3. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding independent claims 1 , 9, 14, 19 and 25: 

Firestar discloses an advertising (display image data) from a primary terminal 
client (i.e. display of computer 750) coupled to a plurality of small displays (i.e. 720), the 
availability (capability) of a contiguous large display (i,e, 700) and an image server (i.e. 
750), the large display comprising, the plurality of small displays (display units 71 2), but 
advertised as a contiguous (adjacent) large display (i.e. 700) that are control by thin 
clients (720) (column 16, lines 1-30). However, Firester does not disclose that "the 
primary terminal clients being a gateway device that presents itself as a single 
client to the network server while presenting itself as another server to the thin 
clients".
